Minutes of the Twenty-Seventh 
Annual Conference

The Louisiana Library Association held 
its twenty-seventh annual meeting at the 
Jung Hotel on May 7, 8 and 9, 1953. The 
theme of the conference was ‘“Libraries— 
Louisiana’s Best Buy.” 


Dr. Garland Taylor, President, presided 
over the first General Session held in the 
Tulane Room of the hotel. Mr. DeLesseps 
Morrison, Mayor of New Orleans, extended 
greetings to the association members. He 
also presented a key to the city and a plaque 
to Miss Vivian Cazayoux, who gave the re- 
sponse. 

The officers of the association were intro- 
duced. 

Miss Sallie Farrell, one of the Louisiana 
Library Association representatives to Amer- 
ican Library Association who, in the absence 
of Mrs. Florinell Morton the other repre- 
sentative, made the report on the mid-winter 
meeting of American Library Association. 


Miss Farrell reported on the American 
Heritage program and stated that it will be 
continued in 1953-54. She also stated that 
American Library Association is carrying on 
a survey of adult education in public libraries 
serving populations of 2500 or more and 
state extension agencies. A brief statement 
of the work of the American Library Asso- 
ciation Federal Relations committee was 
given. She asked that all members write to 
the Chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Education and Public Welfare and the Chair- 
man of the House Committee on Education 
and Labor, requesting that the Library Serv- 
ices Bill be scheduled for consideration. She 
pointed out our outstanding achievement in 
the field of recruiting, as evidenced by our 
winning of two Field Awards. She asked 
that American Library Association coun- 
cillors be made ex-officio members of the 
Louisiana Library Association executive 
board as requested by the State and Regional 


Library Association officers at mid-winter 
American Library Association. 

The Louisiana Library Association repre- 
sentatives to the Southwestern Library Asso- 
ciation, Miss Essae M. Culver and Mrs. Lena 
de Grummond, gave reports on the South- 
western Library Association meeting in Mex. 





ico City. Miss Culver told of the first two | 


General Sessions and the Public Library Sec- 
tion meeting. Mrs. de Grummond reported

Young Peoples’ Section meeting. 


After these reports, the key-note address 
was delivered by Mr. Arthur T. Hamlin, 
Executive Secretary of the Association of 
College and Reference Libraries, whose topic 
was “Selling Louisiana’s Best Buy.” 

After Mr. Hamlin’s address the members 
present stood in silent tribute to the mem- 
ory of Mr. James McMillen, the former 
librarian of Louisiana State University. 

Miss Margaret Ruckert called to the at- 
tention of the association the twenty-two 
commercial exhibits arranged for the con- 
ference and asked the members present to 
thank each exhibitor for being with us.

A dinner was given at the Ponchartrain 
Hotel at six o'clock that evening for mem- 
bers of the Executive Board, the Section 
Chairmen and the honored guests. 

At eight o’clock that evening the second 
general session was opened by Mrs. Lena 
de Grummond, who introduced Mr. Charles 
L. Dufour, who spoke on ‘‘Libraries—Lou- 
isiana’s Best Buy.” 

An informal reception followed this meet- 
ing. 

Friday, May 8th, was devoted to sectional 
meetings.

The afternoon program included a tour 
of the Port of New Orleans on the port’s 
yacht “The Good Neighbor,” walking and 
bus tours of the French Quarter and a tea 
at the Howard Tilton Memorial Library 
sponsored by the New Orleans Library Club. 

The Book Dinner that evening was held 
in the Tulane Room at 7:45 with Miss 
Vivian Cazayoux presiding. Representatives 
of the undergraduate library science classes 
of several state colleges were present and 
were recognized. Old and new officers, sec- 
tion chairmen, out of state guests and other 
outstanding guests were recognized. 

Mr. Al Moore, professor at Metairie Park 
Country Day School, sang and played “Car- 
olina folk songs.” 

Mr. James L. Love, son-in-law of the late 
Mr. J. O. Modisette, presented the Modi- 
sette Award to the Jefferson Parish Library 
for its outstanding work in increasing its 


registration. The award was accepted by the 
Chairman of the board, who in turn pre- 
sented to the assembly Miss Cleo Songy, 
who presented the members of her staff. 


The Literary Award, which is given an- 
nually by the Louisiana Library Association 
to the author of the most outstanding book 
published on Louisiana during the previous 
year, was presented by Miss Margaret Ruck- 
ert to Dr. John Smith Kendall for his book 
“The Golden Age of the New Orleans 
Theatre.” Dr. Kendall spoke briefly. Mr. 
Ovid Williams Pierce, Asst. Professor of 
English at Tulane and the author of “The 
Plantation,” addressed those present on “A 
Novelist’s Responsibility.” 


The third general session convened at 
9:00 A. M. on Saturday, May 9th, with Dr. 
Garland Taylor presiding. Dr. Ralph R. 
Shaw, librarian of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, spoke on ‘The Fu- 
ture of the Serious Book.” 


After Dr. Shaw’s address, a business ses- 
sion followed. 

Miss Vivian Cazayoux announced that 
Monroe would be the host to next year’s 
convention, March 25-27, with Frances 
Flanders as convention chairman. 

Cleo Songy read recommendations for 
the establishment of a Louisiana Library As- 
sociation Trustee Award. Dr. Taylor an- 
nounced that this committee would be orga- 
nized on a special committee basis. 

Dr. Taylor stated that a committee on 
Intellectual Freedom should be established 
and appointed. He gave the purposes of 
such a committee and suggestions for study. 

The parliamentarian, Mrs. Margaret 
Lane, read suggestions for the implementa- 
tion of the Literary Award and added that 
the executive council wished to add to these 
tules that no award be given unless the 
book is meritorious. These rules will be put 
into the by-laws and manual. 

Mrs. Lane moved that the By-laws of the 
Louisiana Library Association be amended 
to add a new Section to Article V as fol- 
lows: 

S2 Until further action, the sections of

This was seconded by Yvonne Toups and 
passed by those assembled. 


Sallie Farrell presented a Resolution on 
behalf of the Library Services Bill in which 
she asked for endorsement of the bill by 
all Louisiana Congressmen. This was sec- 
onded by Debora Abramson and passed by 
the assembly. 


Mrs. Lena de Grummond presented the 
problem of the Louisiana material which 
was going out of the state and discussed the 
advisability of this material being purchased 
by the state. 


A motion was made, seconded, and car- 
ried that the executive board appoint a com- 
mittee to study this matter. 


Miss Sue Hefley made a statement on the 
question of all-member participation. She 
commended the executive board for its con- 
tinuing efforts to study the question. She 
stated that it will be inevitable that we will 
ultimately incorporate into all of our en- 
deavors the assumption inherent in the 
American heritage, which we as librarians 
guard. She stated that such changes will 
come and that her hopes were that our po- 


tential membership and our participating 
membership be one. 

Dr. Taylor stated that the incoming board 
will be charged with the further study of 
this problem. 

A general discussion followed and no 
action was taken. 

Miss Cazayoux reported the following 
memberships in Louisiana Library Associa- 
tion:

Mrs. de Grummond moved that we go 
on record as expressing our willingness to 
have American Library Association in Mex- 
ico City. This motion was seconded and 
passed by the assembly. 

John Hall Jacobs asked for contributions 
to and suggestions for improving participa- 
tion in publishing the Bulletin. 

Dr. Taylor expressed thanks and grati- 
tude to Mr. Jacobs and the board of the 
Bulletin for their splendid work. 

With no further business to be brought 
up, the meeting was adjourned. 





Libraries -Louisianas Best Buy

My talking to you on libraries—however 
enthusiastic I may be for libraries and the 
wonderful services they should and do pro- 
vide—reminds me of a story that is going 
the rounds concerning Ambassador Claire 
Booth Luce and her audience with Pope 
Pius XII. 

It seems that Mrs. Luce, who as you 
know, is a convert to Catholicism, desired 


an audience with the Pope. The attendant 
reminded her that the Pope is a mighty busy 
man, but at Mrs. Luce’s insistence he granted 
her five moments with His Holiness. Five 
minutes elapsed, but Mrs. Luce did not 
emerge, and after ten minutes the attendant 
became impatient. 

Finally, at the end. of twelve minutes, he 
boldly opened the door, to hear the Pope 
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say, “But Mrs. Luce, I am a Roman Cath- 
olic.” So, if I try to sell libraries to you too 
enthusiastically, please won’t someone get 
up and say: “Yes, but we’re already for li- 
braries.’” I understand that you are a captive 
audience—you have no where to go except 
the reception that follows. 


Accordingly, I'll try to make your captiv- 
ity as painless as possible—and perhaps we 
can commute the sentence. 

Someone has said “Man is the only ani- 
mal that blushes, or needs to.” 

I couldn’t help but think of this in con- 
nection with the theme of this meeting and 
the designated topic of my comments: “‘Li- 
braries—Louisiana’s Best Buy.” 

For there is still some opinion in the 
State of Louisiana that libraries are NOT 
Louisiana's best buy. But football stadiums— 
or stadia if we must be purists—are. 

It is not for me, a Tulane man, to criti- 
cize the operation of LSU. But as a taxpayer 
interested in my state I am forced to blush 
that the administrators of the state univer- 
sity would even consider the question: 


What shall we build? A stadium that we 


don’t need or a library that we do need? 

That the “great debate” at LSU made that 
great institution the butt of much ridicule 
in the academic world—that such a question 
could even be debated on a great university 
campus, I mean—is certain. 

And that the stadium won the debate, 
even though the distinguished soldier-presi- 
dent of LSU, Gen. Troy Middleton indi- 
cated that the library was LSU’s greatest 
need. 

Fortunately, there is at LSU a department 
which is distinguishing itself in the aca- 
demic world and I refer to the Louisiana 
State University Press, which has been doing 
for a number of years and is now doing, a 
grand job. 

I hope that its prestige will help to ob- 
scure the facts in L’affaire Bibliothéque. 

Among the other descriptions of Man 
have been the classic one that “Man is a 
two-legged animal without feathers.” 

Lancelot Hogben carries that a bit farther. 


He says: “Man is the only talkative animal 
—the only picture-making animal, thus able 
to pass on experience to his offspring.” 

And I'd like to add this to the definition: 
“Man is an anmial that can read and write 
a book.” 

That, of course, has been important in 
every age and in every clime. The ability to 
read and write has, in all societies, been a 
basic hallmark of leadership. 

The subject was an important one for 
Thomas Jefferson, too, after the Louisiana 
Purchase was achieved 150 years ago. He 
picked up his pen shortly after he had re- 
ceived officially word from Paris on July 
14, 1803, that the deal was made and wrote 
to William C. C. Claiborne, governor of the 
Mississippi Territory and to Daniel Clark, 
American consul at New Orleans, including 
a questionnaire about Louisiana for them to 
answer. 

Question No. 22 was: “What public 
schools and colleges have they? Can the in- 
habitants generally read and write?” 

To which Claiborne replied: “I under- 
stand that there is one public school at New 
Orleans supported principally by the King, 
but it is of little general use, being en- 
grossed chiefly by the children of the more 
wealthy citizens of the Island. There is also 
a nunnery at the same place. It was estab- 
lished early in the 18th century and still 
continues to furnish young females with 
board and tuition. A majority of the inhab- 
itants are supposed to be able to read and 
write; the information of few of them ex- 
tends beyond those requirements.” 

To this same question, Daniel Clark, who 
was on the ground—Claiborne was in Mis- 
sissippi and wrote from hearsay—replied: 

“Not above half the inhabitants can read 
or write the French and not 200 in the whole 
country with correctness—in general their 
knowledge extends little further, altho they 
seem to have been endowed with a good 
natural genius and with an uncommon fa- 
cility of learning anything they apply to.” 

Well, if Louisiana was to become Amer- 
ica’s best buy, it appears from this early 
estimate of the inhabitants that Jefferson— 
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a great bookman himself—must have begun 
to think that libraries (along with schools) 
were the best buy for Louisiana. 


But let’s look a little further at the sit- 
uation 150 years ago, and shortly after. 

On January 16, 1804—just a trifle more 
than three weeks after taking possession of 
Louisiana along with Gen. Wilkinson— 
Claiborne wrote President Jefferson: 


“New Orleans is a great and growing 
City. The commerce of the western country 
concentrates at this place and there appears 
to me a moral certainty that in 10 years it 
will rival Philadelphia or New York. But 
they are uninformed, indolent, luxurious— 
in a word, illy fitted to be useful citizens 
of a Republic. Under the Spanish Govern- 
ment education was discouraged, and little 
respectability attached to science. Wealth 
alone gave respect and influence and hence 
it has happened that ignorance and wealth 
so generally pervade this part of Louisiana. 
I have seen, sir, in this city, many youths to 
whom nature has been apparently liberal 
but from the injustice and inattention of 
their parents, have no other accomplish- 
ments to recommend them but dancing with 
elegance and ease. The same observation will 
apply to the young females, with this addi- 
tional remark, that they are among the most 
handsome women in America. 


“The promotion of education and general 
information in this Province, ought to be 
one of the first objects of the Government. 
I fear that if education be left entirely to 
the patronage of the inhabitants, it will con- 
tinue to be neglected; for they are not suf- 
ficiently informed to appreciate its value.” 

Claiborne was somewhat of a prig—and 
he may have looked with horror on dancing 
—but he was not alone in noting the Cre- 
ole’s love for Terpsichore. 

Thomas Ashe, a British writer-traveler, 
who visited New Orleans about this time, 
more or less, described the dancing of the 
Creole belles as follows: “the action is un- 
restrained, the muscles elastic, and the frame 
as supple as if destitute of bone.” 

And Captain Amos Stoddard, who be- 
came the governor of Upper Louisiana, at 


St. Louis, noted in ‘Sketches Historical and 
Descriptive of Louisiana,” of the Creoles: 


“They are particularly attached to the ex- 
ercise of dancing and carry it to an incred- 
ible excess . . . They even attend the balls 
not infrequently for two or three days in 
succession, and without the least apparent 
fatigue.” 


These words, in this day of 68 Carnival 
balls at the Municipal Auditorium during a 
single Mardi Gras season, seem particularly 
up-to-date. 

To return to our main theme, Berquin 
Duvallon, a French traveler who visited here 
in 1802—one year before the purchase— 
found New Orleanians “‘coarse and ignor- 
ant,” and declared, “they avoid books like 
poison.” 


If he can be relied upon, New Orleans 
was certainly the place to start a library. 
And we find on August 2, 1805, that Mayor 
Watkins of the city wrote to Gov. Clai- 
borne: “We are now in great want of a 
building for a public library.” 

John Hall Jacobs has been quoting Mayor 
Watkins to Mayor Morrison for years now 
and I think he is beginning to create a cli- 
mate of opinion in our City Hall that the 
Public Library is just as important as an 
underpass. 

Mayor Morrison—if I may be permitted 
to skip 150 years for a moment—had this to 
say in his recent annual report: 

“We join with the Library Board in its 
aggressive efforts to improve the library 
system of New Orleans. . . . This points 
up the urgent need for more adequate f- 
nancing for the city library system to serve 
greatly increased needs. This problem has 
high priority in the Commission Council 
for budget appropriations for 1954.” 

Returning to the days following the Lou- 
isiana Purchase, the Territorial Council on 
April 19, 1805, established the University 
of Orleans—which was really a system of 
secondary and collegiate schools. The law 
provided for a college at New Orleans and 
an academy and public library in each par- 
ish, to be supported—guess how—by a lot- 


tery. 
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In this day of anti-gambling crusades, we 
forget that some of the earliest Louisiana 
churches—Protestant as well as Catholic— 
were established by lotteries. 

A $10,000 lottery was authorized in 1810 
to build Christ Church in New Orleans; 
in 1822 the legislature approved a $30,000 
lottery for the Presbyterian Church here. 
And in 1826, a $20,000 lottery was author- 
ized for St. Francis Roman Catholic Church 
in Baton Rouge. 

So do not be scandalized that in 1805 a 
lottery was set up to establish the Univer- 
sity of Orleans and public libraries in every 
parish. 

But apparently, what Claiborne and others 
found in New Orleans held true for the up- 
river people as well. Stoddard wrote: ‘Many 
of the most opulent planters along the 
Delta and Red River cannot either read or 
write. . . . This want of information can- 
not be imputed to all, for some of the Cre- 
oles possess real intelligence and are well 
instructed in several branches of useful 
learning though their number is too limited 
to afford, in this respect, a very favorable 
reputation to the country.” 

Because the lottery tickets didn’t sell very 
well—there couldn’t be too much of a de- 
mand, among the people, for education, for 
a good school and library system. 

Libraries may have been Louisiana’s best 
buy in 1803-4-5—but the salesmen ran up 
against an awful lot of sales resistance. 

Let me disgress a moment to indulge in 
one of the fascinating “‘if’s” of Louisiana 
history—there are several of them: if Berna- 
dotte had accepted Napoleon’s commission 
to Louisiana, where would Norway’s kings 
have come from? If Lafayette had come over 
to be governor—he was an honorary Ameri- 
can citizen, and he spoke, naturally, French 
—how changed might our culture be today? 
Now the “if” I have in mind was embodied 
in Jefferson’s letter to Claiborne on May 26, 
1805: 

“You mentioned in one of your letters 
the expectation that your legislature would 
establish an academy. Should this be done, 
I would recommend to you a president 


whose name would give it immediate celeb- 
rity, a person whom I have known inti- 
mately 20 years, who was admitted to be 
second to no man in France in genius and 
science, and to no man on earth in integrity, 
benevolence and zeal to be useful to man- 
kind. It is M. Dupont de Nemours. He has 
been over here and established his family in 
New York and Delaware. He is now in 
France but returns this spring; he has 
turned his eye to New Orleans as the place 
where alone his possessions of the language 
can render him useful and has entertained 
thoughts of going there to instruct youth, 
even should it be at his own expense, as 
the best means now in his power of doing 
good. He will certainly decide to go there if 
invited to an institution and I pronounced 
with confidence there is not a man in the 
world better qualified than him in informa- 
tion and virtuous zeal for such a post.” 

Think of the implications of that “if.” 

If Dupont de Nemours had settled here 
instead of Delaware. 

The Dupont empire would be located in 
New Orleans. 

I'll wager that had Dupont de Nemours 
come here there would have been a cultural 
surge for he was, as Jefferson points out, 
one of the great scholars of the day. 

But the University of Orleans didn’t get 
underway until 1811 and we find Clai- 
borne, almost on the eve of Louisiana’s 
entering the union, asking Congress for 
money to keep the system going. 

Whatever his other virtues, Claiborne was 
the master of the pious platitude. In his pe- 
tition to Congress, he said: 

“The tranquility, the permanency and 
vigor of a government composed of Free 
States depend essentially upon the virtue of 
the citizens—or in other words upon the 
general diffusion of knowledge throughout 
the Community. . . . To enlighten the un- 
derstanding is to give energy to the judg- 
ment and enable man to strip misrepresenta- 
tion and falsehood of their specious plausi- 
bilities and is the surest means of promot- 
ing his happiness and perpetuating his free- 
dom,” 
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Some one, in advising a young writer how 
to write, I think it was LaBruyere, said: “If 
you want to say it is raining, say: It is 
raining.” 

Claiborne didn’t know about that, I 
suppose. What he was trying to say to 
Congress was: ‘Libraries are Louisiana’s Best 
Buy.” They were then—theoretically if not 
actually—and they are now. 


Thomas Jefferson once said that if he were 
asked to choose whether he would want 
government without newspapers or news- 
papers without government, he would not 
hesitate to choose the latter. 


That might be paraphrased a bit into 
what can a community do without the 
better, its mayor or its librarian, I’d cast my 
vote for the mayor. A community would 
some how run itself without a mayor— 
doesn’t it do so when the Mayor's on trips? 
—but without its librarian where would its 
culture be? 


It was eloquently said by Martin Luther, 
500 years ago: . 


“The prosperity of a country depends, 
not on the abundance of its revenues, not 
on the strength of its fortifications, nor on 
the beauty of its public buildings; but it 
consists in the number of its cultivated citi- 
zens, in its men of education, enlightenment 
and character.” 


Such cultivation comes from an appreci- 
ation of art, of music or literature among 
other things. And how does one acquire this 
appreciation? Not exclusively from books, 
to be true, but essentially from books. 

And where does one find the books? (I 
should ask you this question—I fear I’m 
getting Claire Booth Lucish.) 

Since I’ve asked it, I'll answer it—in li- 
braries—public libraries, private libraries, 
special libraries, school libraries, technical 
libraries. 

Remember what Carlyle said: ‘The true 
University of these days is a collection of 
books ... all that mankind has done, 
thought, gained or been: it is lying as in 
magic preservation in the pages of books.” 

It is you librarians who are the guardians 


of the citadels of culture—perhaps that’s a 
bad figure, because guardian suggests pro- 
hibitions and a citadel is to keep people out. 


Perhaps I pulled that one out of my sub- | 


conscious mind. For I can remember the 
days when the public library was operated 
like a citadel to repel the public—and where 
a prospective borrower, if he ever got in, 
felt he was being trailed by an undercover 
man. 


But that was BJHJ—before John Hall 
Jacobs. 


Perhaps the term I should use is “clear- 
ing house of culture,’ for that is certainly 
what a library—no matter how general or 
how specialized it may be—is. 

What is the proper attitude of a librarian 
towards the public? 


I think something President William Pres- 
ton Johnston of Tulane said about 80 years 
ago answers this question. Johnston—son of 
the hero of Shiloh—was Tulane’s first presi- 
dent. He proposed that part of Tulane’s 
library be made available to the public for 
circulation. 


He said: ‘Books, like clothes, were made 
to be worn out, not merely to be looked at 
or moth-eaten. If we could get the people of 
Louisiana to wear out 1,000 volumes by 
reading, a great good would come of it.” 


Now there may very well be your first 
goal as a librarian—to have your public 
wear out 1,000 books a year. If they’re wear- 
ing out the right ones, you can be sure, as 
was William Preston Johnston, that ‘‘a great 
good would come of it.” 

I’ve been rambling on for about 20 min- 
utes, skirting all around the subject: “‘Li- 
braries—Louisiana’s Best Buy.” 

Now let’s get a little specific. 

As you know—here comes Claire Booth 
Luce again—the minimum per capita income 
for libraries, recommended by the American 
Library Association is $1.50. 

The average in Louisiana is only 98 cents. 

Libraries will not be Louisiana’s best buy 
until that average reaches $1.50. 

Only four parishes equal or top the $1.50 
minimum. 
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And now for the other side of the picture: 


Rapides—43 cents, shame on Rapides. 

Pointe Coupee — 48 cents, shame on 
Pointe Coupee. 

Terrebonne—50 cents, shame on Terre- 
bonne. 

Orleans—52 cents, thrice shame on New 
Orleans. 

Libraries won’t be Louisiana’s best buy 
until the parishes provide the money—the 
bare minimums recommended by the ALA. 

Shortage of funds does not mean that I 
am unconsicous that you are doing a great 
job in your various libraries. I know that 
John Hall Jacobs and George Logan and the 
staff of the Public Library are serving up 
vintage champagne on a stale beer income. 

What do I as a taxpayer expect from a 
library ? 

Service. Once that meant the availability 
of books and periodicals and little else. 

Now what do I get for the 52 cents my 
city provides the Public Library on my be- 
half? 

I can borrow books. 

I can telephone Canal 8441 and ask the 
silliest question imaginable and get, quickly, 
an authoritative reply. 

I can borrow prints of famous paintings 
and hang them on my walls for six weeks 
at a time and then go back and get some 
more for another six weeks. 

I can borrow phonograph records and 
play them for two weeks on my own phono- 
graph. 

And the day is coming when—if I ever 
fall victim to the camera bug, which heaven 
forbid I will—I'll be able to borrow 8 mm 
and 16 mm films to show on a home movie 
screen. 

Now, as a citizen interested in books, 
what should I expect from private, special or 
technical libraries. 

I expect service by courtesy if not by right. 
Because the first function of any library 
should be the dissemination of information. 


a tax on refreshing the memory—and I urge 
that if any of you special, private, school or 
technical libraries are operating that way 
that you consider making some changes. 

Anybody in a community ought to be 
able to go into a library and get whatever 
help is needed. The brush-off does not be- 
long in a library. A librarian is a dedicated 
person, like a doctor, subject to call any 
time. 

In many places—and certainly it is a rec- 
ommended practice—there is wonderful co- 
operation between libraries—I know there 
is in New Orleans, among the Public Li- 
brary, Tulane and Loyola, The Cabildo Li- 
brary, the International House Library and 
the Professional School Library, and other 
special collections of books. 

They pool their information—help each 
other out on the tough ones—and generally 
are doing a great job here in New Orleans. 
I for one couldn’t operate without the li- 
braries in writing a daily column. When I’m 
not bothering John Hall Jacobs, I’m both- 
ering Garland Taylor, and when it isn’t Dr. 
Taylor it is Mrs. Fort at International House 
or Father Stahl at the Notre Dame Sem- 
inary. 

Libraries—God Bless ’em I say. 

Libraries have—and properly so—an in- 
satiable appetite. They’re always hungry for 
something—a movie collection, a microfilm 
collection, a this or a that collection. 

So no matter how well-to-do a Library 
may be it’s desire to render service will al- 
ways outrun its ability to do so. 

Accordingly, then the fine work you pub- 
lic librarians are doing, for the most part 
on sub-standard incomes, would be increased 
immeasurably if your incomes were brought 
to the $1.50 minimum. 

But that wouldn’t solve your problems. 
You'd still have a laudable case of the “gim- 
mes.” Someone said: “Libraries are not 
made, they grow.” And there’s no limit to 
the growth, 
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So keep on growing and keep on render- 
ing the wonderful services to your commu- 
nities. Believe me, your importance to the 
present in passing on the past will greatly 
influence the future. It is books—and you 
are closer to books than even the publishers 
and writers and sellers of books—which 
will some day impart the knowledge and 
wisdom we need to set the world straight. 

In the current Saturday Review, A. Whit- 
ney Griswold of Yale has an article: “The 
Liberal Arts at Mid-Century.” It is worth 
reading. Let me quote the opening para- 
gtaph—and then another. 

“The liberal arts are in trouble. To save 
and restore them to influence in our civili- 
zation will take a mighty effort not only in 
the countries of their origin but especially 
in the United States. In this the free world 
looks to us for leadership, and our leader- 
ship promises much to the free world.” 

“We are the world’s greatest salesmen, 
yet we cannot talk about our greatest prod- 
uct, our democracy. Why should this be so? 
Is it not because we do not know ourselves? 
We know a great deal about ourselves, more 
facts and figures than any people ever knew 
in history. Everybody tells us about ourselves 
—commentators, publicists, novelists, statis- 
ticians, economists, sociologists, analysts, 
psychoanalysts, everybody. We are the best 
informed generation that ever lived with 
the most primitive ideas of what to do with 
our information. We know how to blow up 
the world, but we don’t know how to gov- 
ern it. What is the cause of all this trun- 
cated knowledge, this astigmatic vision, this 
inarticulateness? “There are two sentences in- 
scribed upon the Delphic oracle’ says Plu- 
tarch, ‘hugely accommodated to the uses of 
man’s life: “Know thyself” and “Nothing 
too much”; and upon these all other pre- 
cepts depend.’ We have neglected the first 
precept in our national passion and aptitude 
for the second. It has carried us far. It will 
carry no farther without the first.” 


Now, in closing, a few ideas from a lay- 
man in the form of questions: 

1. What have you done about good pub- 
lic relations with the press, the radio? 


2. What have you done towards collect- 
ing local history—letters, papers, books on 
your community ? 

3. Do you welcome inquiries from indi- 
viduals, teachers, businesses for help in run- 
ning down information? 


4. Do you cooperate with other libraries? 

5. Have you encouraged reading clubs, 
among school children? 

6. Have you conducted any course—free 
to all—on the techniques of research? 

7. Do you believe that books are to be 
used, not guarded? Circulated not to become 
artery-hardened ? 

8. Does your library deal only in books? 
Why not records and pictures? 

9. What are you doing about the Great 
Books program? 

10. Do you have story telling periods, 
puppet shows, etc., for youngsters ? 

These questions, I realize, are largely di- 
rected at public libraries, but in some degree 
I think they might cover all of them. 

However, I do admit, the Louisiana Medi- 
cal Library would hardly be interested in a 
story-telling period for the children and it 
reasonably might be considered as not one 
of its usual services. 

I’ve enjoyed talking to you and hope that 
some of the things I’ve talked about may be 
right—as right say as the second of two 
drunks in a certain bar room.

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Supervision; Digest of Panel Discussion

The Public Library Section of the Louisi- 
ana Library Association meeting Friday, 
May 8, 1953, in the Jung Hotel, New Or- 
leans, Louisiana, with Miss Willie Mae 
Seab, Chairman, presiding, presented as its 
chief program attraction a panel discussion 
on “Supervision of Personnel.” 

John Hall Jacobs, Orleans Parish Li- 
brarian, moderator, introduced Willis B. 
Banker, Trustee, Jefferson Parish Library; 
Miss Sarah Irwin Jones, Louisiana State Li- 
brary Field Representative; William Shaw, 
New Orleans City Civil Service; and Charles 
G. Smither, Trustee, New Orleans Public 
Library, members of the panel. 

Leading with the what, why, and how of 
supervision, Mr. Jacobs spurred the panel 
members and the audience to an animated 
and enlightening discussion. Some points 
presented were careful hiring, forceful fir- 
ing, in-service training, delegation of au- 
thority, qualifications of a supervisor, job 
classification, and commendation for a job 
well done. 

Miss Jones defined the purpose of super- 
vision as better production, whereupon the 
moderator asked “Suppose the worker does 
not produce. What then?” 

To which there was a buzz of answers. 

“Perhaps,” suggested Mr. Banker, ‘‘his 
instructions have not been clear, or perhaps 
he can be shifted to a new position in the 
firm.” 

The difficulty could well be with manage- 
ment in not being careful of personnel hir- 
ing was the opinion of Mr. Shaw. 

Another question “How can a supervisor 
know what to expect of people?” turned 


the group’s thinking into channels of job 
classifications and pay plans. Mr. Smither 
pointed out the necessity of variety within 
one job classification to keep the employee 
from finding his work monotonous. Miss 
Culver and George King Logan commented 
from the audience on the desirability of 
making it possible for an employee to dem- 
onstrate his capabilities and rise above spe- 
cified job outlines. Mr. Shaw stated that 
the hard to determine qualitative features 
of the job ought to be considered. 

Discussing the “what” techniques, Miss 
Jones emphasized unity of command and 
assignment of homogeneous tasks. Mr. Shaw 
added the delegation of authority and crea- 
tion of good morale through adequate com- 
pensation, professional leaves of absence, 
and testing new employees for compatibility 
during the trial period. Mrs. Rubie Hanks 
(audience), explaining her own staff's en- 
thusiasm, said she tried to make each staff 
member feel that he is an important cog in 
the library wheel and that the library needs 
his contribution to function properly. 


Regarding the firing of personnel Mr. 
Shaw gave a three-point recommendation— 
reprimand, suspend, dismiss. 


Mr. Smithers stated that a dismissal should 
be final with no regrets or letters of recom- 
mendation. The latter he called ‘‘a wrong 
to society.” 


Mr. Jacobs in his summation said, ‘Our 
purpose in presenting this panel has been 
to share a common knowledge. I hope that 
the questions aroused and discussed will do 
you good; will do me good.” 
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United States Sponsored Library 
Programs in Latin America 


(Digest of Speech at the LLA Conference)

The bi-national center at Caracas, where 
in 1943 I first became actively associated 
with the United States information service, 
was one of the early outposts being utilized 
by our government to win the friendship of 
our Latin neighbors by the significant means 
of promoting cultural understanding. Eight 
such centers were already in operation before 
the beginning of the second world conflict, 
but the urgency for a proper and inoffensive 
dissemination of honest facts concerning our 
country during the war years increased the 
signifiance of these centers to the point .of 
greatly augmenting their number. Since the 
termination of the world war and the ad- 
vent of the cold war, our government, 
realizing more than ever the importance of 
promoting world understanding by educa- 
tional processes, has continued to foster and 
utilize these centers and whenever feasible 
to encourage the organization of similar 
structures in other parts of the world. As a 
result we find spread over an area of more 
than 83 countries a sum total of approxi- 
mately 282 American cultural institutions— 
institutions which in organization and func- 
tion represent something of a combination 
of a town hall and a small city library. This 
figure encompasses the overseas information 
centers, found in various diplomatic out- 
posts of Europe, Asia and Africa; the Ger- 
man-Austrian centers; the three American 
supported libraries at Mexico, Buenos Aires 
and Montevideo; and the bi-nationa! cen- 
ters, which, with the exception of the four 
located in Iran, Turkey, Burma and Thai- 
land, are to be seen in some thirty-odd cities 
of the twenty Latin-American republics. 
Although each of these centers employs 
various means for disseminating facts, each 


provides library facilities. Thus it is that 
through them the great American free li- 
brary which makes books available to any 
and everyone, is making itself known and 
accomplishing a definitive purpose abroad. 
But since it is the bi-national centers and 
American-sponsored libraries of Latin Amer- 
ica that have fallen primarily within the orbit 
of my experience, it is to them that I would 
draw your attention today. These centers 
are located in all the capital cities of Latin 
America, but in Chile, Argentina, Brazil, 
Venezuela and Mexico subsidiary or sep- 
arate centers are to be found in other key 
cities. In addition to bi-national centers, 
three nations, as I mentioned above, have 
American-sponsored libraries. The Latin- 
American area, we can see, is being well 
serviced with libraries offering information 
concerning the United States. Yet so popu- 
lar have these organizations become that 
the demand exceeds the supply, and some of 
our embassies actually are having to dis- 
courage requests for assistance in the estab- 
lishment of additional centers. And nowhere 
is this enthusiasm more manifest than in the 
statistics of book circulation. These figures, 
which run into the hundreds of thousands 
may not sound particularly impressive to 
those of you who work with large American 
collections, but remember, they represent 
the circulation of books, in the main about 
America, among people who are confronted 
daily with criticism advérse to America. 
The American libraries at Mexico, Buenos 
Aires and Montevideo, like the overseas in- 
formation centers, are operated directly by 
our government, but the bi-national centers 
enjoy the distinction of being autonomous. 
The director is almost always, if not always, 
a North American, as are an appreciable 
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number of his staff. But policies are set by 
a board of directors which represents both 
the host and the guest nation. Thus in their 
very structure we see a pledge of mutual 
assistance. Our government, I would say, in 
general provides the experts and the ma- 
terials, and the host government gives op- 
portunity for proper utilization of our ex- 
perts and materials. 


Since the American libraries in Mexico, 
Argentina and Uruguay were set up pri- 
marily as libraries, they from the beginning 
have enjoyed the advantage of expert library 
personnel. On the other hand, the bi- 
national centers, where the emphasis lies 
equally in other means of information, 
have not been so fortunate. Many of their 
directors have found themselves confronted 
with the task of organizing a collection of 
books into a library without the aid of a 
library specialist. Fortunately our govern- 
ment has become aware of the importance 
of correcting this deficiency. 


The libraries vary in size and content with 
the needs of the area serviced. All, how- 
ever, are composed largely of books and 
magazines in English as well as small col- 
lections of translations of American authors 
and books about the United States written 
in Spanish and Portuguese. All follow a 
somewhat general aim of providing a well- 
rounded collection of books about the 
United States, developing a public reference 
service, and offering, to a greater or lesser 
extent, a model of a small United States 
library which eventually can serve as a la- 
boratory for the training of local librarians. 
Althought the director and his staff can 
and do give suggestions as to specific needs, 
the responsibility for the selection of books 
falls upon the State Department, which in 
turn is advised by the Committee on Books 
Abroad. 

There has been much discussion in recent 
months concerning the type of publication 
our government should or should not con- 
done for the shelves of our information cen- 
ters and libraries abroad. In some cases out- 
and-out censorship has been called for and 
in others more judicious selection has been 


urged. From the beginning it has been the 
policy of those who directed the program 
to present a full and fair picture of America. 
I myself feel that we should never purposely 
toss before the peoples of the world litera- 
ture which subverts our government but 
that we need feel no great alarm should 
some of this material creep in so long as 
we are off-setting it with the true picture. 
But to me the true picture is not that which 
conceals the sordid and presents only those 
facts which throw a favorable slant upon 
our civilization. Such a picture besides being 
false is injudicious, for it smells of propa- 
ganda; and all peoples, as they should be, 
are today keenly sensitive to the rancid odor 
of propaganda. In my opinion the books 
which we provide might well show an 
America which has not always been free of 
the sordid and the unhappy, but which in 
the ever distilling process of development 
has, because of superior ideals, been able to 
throw off, gradually but permanently, many, 
if not most, of its accumulated ills. More- 
over, since a part of our purpose is to im- 
press upon the rest of the world the fact 
that our culture is one worthy of emulation, 
I believe that we should send to our centers 
the very finest examples of our literary art, 
for in these examples, whether the picture 
be favorable or unfavorable, we more often 
than otherwise can discern the fullest and 
fairest representation of America. 

Through its books one may come eventu- 
ally to gain great knowledge of a nation. 
But literary art is subtle and the reader fre- 
quently -needs assistance in his efforts to 
interpret. And herein lies a great part of 
the task of the American librarians whom 
we are sending to our centers aboard. For 
not only must they have the ability to organ- 
ize and circulate our books and to teach 
others the latest techniques of library 
science, but coming in contact with the 
reader as they do more frequently than any- 
one else, they must have the ability to select 
and interpret material judiciously for those 
whom they serve. They must be library ex- 
perts, but they also must be diplomats and 
honest salesmen. 
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James A. McMillen Memorial 


Members of the Louisiana State Library 
staff will present a book to the Louisiana 
State University Library in memory of the 
late James A. McMillen, former Louisiana 
State University librarian, Miss Essae M. 
Culver, state librarian, has announced. 

The book, Cambridge University Cata- 
logue of Incunabula in the University Li- 
brary at Cambridge, will be placed in the 
LSU Library when it is published this fall. 
State Library staff members who knew Mr. 
McMillen while he was at the University 
are giving the memorial. 

The Cambridge Catalogue was selected 
because of Mr. McMillen’s widely recog- 
nized knowledge of rare books and his deep 


interest in research material, Miss Culver 
said. During his years at LSU, Mr. McMillen 
was instrumental in adding many valuable 
research items to the University collection, 
and was extremely active in enlarging the 
Library’s resources. 

Serving as Louisiana State University li- 
brarian from 1927 until 1937, Mr. McMil- 
len was made director of the University Li- 
brary School when it was established in 1931 
and directed the school until 1937. He was 
director of libraries from 1937 until his re- 
tirement in 1944. He taught bibliography 
and in 1944 was named chief bibliographer 
for the University. He died on April 29, 
1953. 





Sesquicentennial Bibliography Available 
From State Library 


Thirty-two titles, including books, docu- 
ments and state papers, are included in a 
Louisiana Purchase bibliography prepared 
by the Louisiana State Library from mater- 
ial in its collection. 

Miss Essae M. Culver, state librarian, 
said the list was prepared to help persons 
who wish to study authentic historical ac- 
counts of the events and persons figuring 
in the Purchase. Mrs. Thomas C. Atkinson, 
librarian of the State Library’s Louisiana 
collection, compiled the bibliography. 

Copies of the bibliography are to be dis- 
tributed to public libraries, and others may 
be obtained upon request to the State Li- 
brary. The Louisiana Department of Com- 
merce and Industry will assist in distributing 
the list, which will also be included in kits 


of information to be sent by the 150th An- 
niversary Association of New Orleans to 
governors, legislators and public officials of 
states in the Louisiana Territory. 

Oldest book listed was published in 1830. 
It is a translation of a history of Louisiana 
written by Barbe-Marbois, Napoleon’s min- 
ister of treasury at the time of the Purchase. 
Like four other books listed, the volume is 
a reference work and may be used only in 
the Library, Miss Culver said. 

Two of the titles were published last 
year. One is ‘Sold-To the Americans!” by 
Miss Bess Vaughn, librarian of the Shreve 
Memorial Library in Shreveport. The other 
is ‘“America’s Best Buy” by Charles Nutter, 
managing director of International House 
in New Orleans.

Farrell, field representative, and Miss Vivian 
Cazayoux, film librarian, also attended the 
convention. At a pre-conference workshop 
on audio-visual materials, June 19-21, Miss 
Cazayoux served on the workshop staff to 
assist in specialized group meetings on the 
various audio-visual media. Miss Farrell, a 
member of the ALA federal relations com- 
mittee, reported during the convention on 
Louisiana activities in support of the Li- 
brary Services Bill now before Congress. 
Her report included the fact that resolutions 
endorsing the bill have been adopted in 
Louisiana by the American Association of 
University Women, the Louisiana Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, the Louisiana Parent 
Teacher Association and the LLA. Also at- 
tending ALA were James L. Love of Ham- 
mond, State Library Board member and 
newly elected president of the statewide Citi- 
zens’ Library movement, and Mrs. Love. 
With the reactivation of the Citizens’ Li- 
brary Movement an impetus is in store for 
library development throughout Louisiana. 
Mr. Love was elected chairman of the Move- 
ment at a reorganization meeting in New 
Orleans during the LLA convention. Mr. 
Love succeeds the late J. H. Mercer of Tay- 
lortown. Mrs. Lois Lester of Bains was 
mamed secretary of the organization. She 
succeeds Mrs. W. B. MacMillan of Abbe- 
ville, who resigned. C. Paul Phelps of Pon- 
chatoula is Citizens’ Library Movement 
treasurer. Shortly after his election, Mr. 
Love appointed Miss Sallie Farrell execu- 
tive secretary of the Movement, whose mem- 
bers are pledged to promote improvements 
for exisiting libraries and establishment of 
more libraries in Louisiana. The State Li- 
brary will open the Caldwell Demonstration 
Library on July 18 with a formal dedication 
program in Columbia. Mrs. Rubie M. 
Hanks, Winn Parish Librarian, will direct 
the Caldwell demonstration, which is the 
38th parish library to be opened in the 


state. Miss Vera Jane Godown of Tulsa, 
Oklahoma, will be first assistant to Mrs. 
Hanks. Miss Godown has been assistant in 
the children’s department of the Kansas 
City Public Library for the past year. She 
was regional librarian of the Ozark Re- 
gional Library, Ironton, Mo., for three years, 
and also served as Bookmobile librarian in 
the Ozark Regional Library. She is a gradu- 
ate of the University of Oklahoma, where 
she received library school training. Mrs. 
Hanks has served for the past year as re- 
gional librarian for the Winn and Cata- 
houla Parish libraries, and the LaSalle Dem- 
onstration Library. Lola Cooper succeeds 
her as LaSalle Librarian, and Mrs. Margaret 
Walsworth is now Catahoula Librarian. Miss 
Culver was named to the executive commit- 
tee of the Southeastern Adult Education 
Association at the organization’s twelfth 
annual convention in April at the University 
of Tennessee. Some 180 educators and civic 
leaders from nine Southern states attended 
the conference. When the National Council 
on State Legislation met in annual conven- 
tion in New Orleans the week after the LLA 
convention, Miss Culver was one of four 
speakers on a forum on ‘‘A State Serves Its 
People.” She discussed “A State Serves Its 
People Through Public Libraries.” Miss 
Farrell represented the State Library at the 
Convention of the Louisiana Federation of 
Business and Professional Women’s Clubs 
in Alexandria, May 15-17. In keeping with 
the convention theme, “Ramparts We 
Build,” Miss Farrell prepared and displayed 
a State Library exhibit on American Heti- 
tage. Mrs. Thomas Atkinson, Librarian of 
the State Library’s Louisiana collection, was 
State Library representative at a June 12 
meeting of state agencies to discuss plans 
for observing the 150th anniversary of the 
Louisiana Purchase. Mrs. Atkinson is com- 
piler of the State Library’s bibliography of 
Louisiana Purchase material in its collection. 
Other agencies represented at the meeting 
were Commerce and Industry, Agriculture 
and Education. Some fifty Negro public and 
schoul librarians met at Southern University 
June 4-6 for the fifth annual statewide con- 
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ference of Negro librarians sponsored by 
the State Library’s Negro Branch. Theme 
of the meeting was the same as that for the 
LLA convention. The State Department of 
Education cooperated with the State Library 
in sponsoring the conference, for which 
Mrs. Norma W. Humphrey, librarian of the 
State Library’s Negro branch, was chairman. 
In March, Miss Farrell attended Washing- 
ton, D. C., meetings of the ALA federal 
relations committee, of which she is a mem- 
ber. The committee discussed a study which 
is being conducted on ‘Federal Services to 
Libraries: Present Policies and Programs.” 
Inspiring to all who heard her were Frances 
Clarke Sayers’ five lectures on children’s 
reading, given in Baton Rouge early in 
April. And, delightful to the children, li- 
brarians, parents and teachers in her audi- 
ences were the several stories she told. Mrs. 
Sayers appeared through the courtesty of 
Compton’s Pictured Encyclopedia, sponsors 
of her current lecture tours, which are de- 
signed as a service to those who work with 
children and books. She was presented in 
Baton Rouge by the LSU Library School 
with the cooperation of the State Library, 
the East Baton Rouge Parish Library, the 
Department of Education’s school library 
supervisor, and the Baton Rouge Library 
Club. Mrs. Christine Thomas is a member of 
the State Library reference staff for the 
summer, replacing Miss Noemie DeRouen, 
who is attending the summer of the LSU 
Library School. Mrs. Thomas, a graduate of 
the LSU Library School, served as acting 
librarian of the Art Library at LSU for two 
years while attending the University. Three 
State Library staff members vacationed in 
California following the ALA convention. 
Miss Farrell and Miss Cazayoux went to 
Carmel, San Francisco, Yosemite and the 
Grand Canyon. Miss Abramson visited Mrs. 
Bertha Hellum in Sacramento. Mrs. Hellum, 
now a field representative for the California 
State Library, is former Jefferson Parish Li- 
brarian.

Special guests included Miss Sallie 
Farrell and Miss Mary Harris of the State 
Library, and Mrs. Lambert Romero, the 
former Miss Dorothy Duncan, who was 
Beauregard’s first Librarian. Visiting librar- 
ians present were: Miss Kathryn Adams of 
the State Library; Miss Clara Haupt, Evan- 
geline Parish Librarian, Miss Tommy Jean 
Tullos, of the Winn Parish Library Staff ; 
Miss Jewel Moore of Merryville; and Myr- 
tle C. Emerson, head of the Camp Polk Li- 
brary and members of her staff. 

A short program was given during the 
afternoon in which the mayor and members 
of the Board welcomed the guests, introduced 
the guests and staff and spoke briefly on the 
progress of the library movement in Beau- 
regard Parish. Miss Farrell gave a short 
talk using as her topic, ““A backward glance 
and a forward look.’ Many beautiful floral 
arrangements were sent by friends and busi- 
ness firms for the occasion. Officers of the 
various women’s clubs presided at the tea 
table. The children also had a tea table in 
their department and were served by junior 
hostesses. The present staff include Miss 
George Rose Ferguson, Librarian; Mrs. Jack 
Sims; Mrs. Irma Alcock; Miss Pauline 
Peddy; and Mrs. G. C. Van Neste—all of 
the DeRidder Branch and Headquarters— 
and Mrs. Leland Welborn of the Merryville 
Branch. The Library was formerly housed 
in the War Memorial Civic Center building 
in DeRidder where it was established in 
December, 1947. The location of this new 


building is ideal, only one block from the 
heart of the business section of the city. The 
interior of the building is most attractively 
finished in spray green. The furniture is in 
birch and is upholstered in cherry red. The 
floors are of cork composition. There is a 
partition between the adult and the junior 
reading rooms, but both are served from 
the same charging desk. The Bookmobile 
headquarters are located in the spacious rear 
rooms of the building. A bookmobile garage 
is built into the building immediately be- 
hind the Bookmobile Headquarters facilitat- 
ing the loading and unloading of books 
from a platform on a level with the door of 
the truck. The building is air-conditioned 
throughout. Registration and circulation 
have increased since the library has opened 
in this new location and there is every rea- 
son to believe that there will be a much 
better and larger library service in the par- 
ish than has been possible heretofore. 


LAFAYETTE PARISH LIBRARY: 

The Library dedicated its new $134,- 
000.00 building in ceremonies, March 29. 
The speaker was Welton T. Mouton, Sr., 
and master of ceremonies was Brig. Gen. 
Charles R. Doran (ret.), member of the 
library board. The building, of brick veneer 
over concrete block construction, is one story 
in height with a mezzanine and has approxi- 
mately 9500 square feet of space. An up-to- 
date color scheme is used throughout the 
new structure. The main reading room walls 
are of Philippine mahogany plywood, while 
the children’s room is painted concrete 
block—palm green on three walls and the 
fourth of sunny yellow, with a lower section 
of Philippine mahogany. The stack area is 
of sunny yellow concrete blocks while the 
stacks themselves are painted gray. The li- 
brarian’s office is palm green and the work 
room is sunny yellow above and palm-green 
below. The floors of asphalt tile, are of 
brown shades and coral in the reading room 
and dark brown in the children’s room. The 
ceiling is of fiber glass supported with alu- 
minum strips. The steel windows have 
opaque, heat-resistant glass, except for the 
northeast window which is clear. Lighting 
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fixtures are generally incorporated into the 
acoustical ceiling, except for some areas 
where fluorescent fixtures are used for con- 
centrated light. Books are placed in multi- 
tiered stacks and in wall shelving. In the 
children’s room the equipment includes birch 
wall shelving, special picture book shelving, 
tables, chairs, a picture book table and 


bench. The showcase in front between doors 
leading into each reading room is surrounded 
by walls of glass brick. The library staff in- 
cludes Miss Lucille Arceneaux, Mrs. Emma 
J. Nepveux, Mrs. G. A. Zernott, Miss Gloria 
LaCaze, Mrs. C.'T. Hebert, Miss Bess O’Flar- 
ity, Miss Arine T. Leger and Mrs. A. J. 
Peterson. 





Fleur de Lys and Calumet

Fleur de Lys and Calumet; Being the 
Pénicaut Narrative of French Adventure in 
Louisiana. Translated from French Manu- 
scripts and Edited by Richebourg G. McWil- 
liams. 





This is one of the earliest and most inter- 
esting pieces of Louisiana writing which 
has come down to us from the past. Writ- 
ten by a ship’s carpenter who came here 
with Iberville in 1699, this narrative is a 
record of the author’s experiences and obser- 
vations during twenty-two years in the Lou- 
isiana territory. Pénicaut was a keen ob- 
server, and he did a good deal of traveling 
along the Gulf Coast and in the lower Mis- 
sissippi Valley. He describes in detail the 
wanderings and vicissitudes of the early 
French explorers as they penetrated the vast 
wilderness. He tells of the manners and cus- 
toms of the various Indian tribes inhabiting 


the region. Through his eyes we see a fasci- 
nating picture of life in Louisiana 250 years 
ago. 

Although this narrative has been used as 
source material by many writers, it has never 
before been published in a complete and 
adequate English translation. Benjamin F. 
French published a fragmentary translation 
in Historical Collections of Louisiana and 
Florida (New York, 1869), and Pierre 
Margry edited and published the complete 
French text in Découvertes et Etablissements 
des Francais dans l'Ouest et dans le Sud de 
l Amérique Septentrionale (Paris, 1883). 
Librarians, even those having the B.F. 
French and Margry editions, will welcome 
this new translation of a work which Grace 
King called ‘an unexpected oasis in the arid 
deserts of colonial research.” The Louisiana 
State University Press deserves credit for the 
attractive format of this volume. 





The People of Louisiana

The People of Louisiana by T. Lynn 
Smith and Homer L. Hitt (L.S.U. Press, 
1952) is, according to the authors, a sum- 
mary of the principal results from a series 
of Louisiana population studies extending 


from 1932 to the present. Dr. Hitt is head 
of the Department of Rural Sociology at 
Louisiana State University and succeeded Dr. 
Smith who is now professor of Sociology at 
the University of Florida. Louisiana is a 
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useful state to study because it is one of the 
most urbanized of the southern states and 
the presence of New Orleans together with 
small cities and towns makes possible sharp 
rural-urban contrasts. 


This is a statistical study, but compari- 
sons, interpretations, and summaries are in- 
terestingly and clearly presented. Any one 
interested in community or public adminis- 
tration will find it basic reading. 

On April 1, 1950, Louisiana had a popu- 
lation of 2,683,516. This was smaller than 
the population of twenty other states includ- 
ing eight southern, but it was larger than 
that of twenty-seven, including Mississippi, 
Arkansas, and South Carolina. Louisiana’s 
people are very unequally distributed among 
the sixty-four parishes with about one-fifth 
of the total population in Orleans and one- 
fifth of one per cent in Cameron. In Orleans 
the density is 2,850 persons to a square mile 
and in Cameron it is only 4.3. The average 
for Louisiana is 59.4, and the national aver- 
age is 50.6. 

Orleans is of course the most urban par- 
ish. In only two other parishes—Caddo and 
Ouachita—is the urban population in the 
majority. In twenty-three out of the sixty- 
four parishes there are no urban centers. In 
1930, 22 per cent of the state’s population 
and 55 per cent of its urban population was 
in New Orleans. In 1940 however, the total 
population of the smaller cities was equal 
to New Orleans and in 1950 only two-fifths 
of the urban population of Louisiana lived 
in New Orleans. The state was more urban 
than rural with three-fifths of the urban pop- 
ulation outside its big city. Its per cent of 
rurality had dropped to 45.3 putting it in a 
middle position in relation to the rest of 
the states, but in a position less rural than 
that of the other southern states. Louisiana 
has been transformed from an area in which 
over three-fourths of the population lived 
in the open country into one in which the 
greater part of the population lives either 
in urban centers or in thickly settled unin- 
corporated sections. 

The proportion of Negroes in Louisiana’s 
population is exceeded only in Mississippi 


and South Carolina. Since the first census in 
1820 the proportion of Negroes has declined 
steadily; in 1890 it was 50 per cent; in 
1940, 35.9 per cent. Negroes are found in 
larger proportions in the rural-farm areas 
than elsewhere and particularly in the Red 
River and upper Mississippi deltas. On these 
sugar plantations Negroes have done most 
of the manual labor, first as slaves and later 
as wage hands. 


In general the distribution of the planta- 
tions in the state is a fairly good index of 
the presence of large proportions of Ne- 
groes, but only in the cotton section and in 
certain portions of the sugar bowl do the 
Negroes outnumber the whites. In 1948 an 
actual count showed that thirty-eight par- 
ishes gained and twenty-six lost white pop- 
ulation while seventeen gained and forty- 
seven lost nonwhite population. The result 
has been a decrease in relative importance 
of Negroes in most of the parishes as well 
as in the whole state. 


Mainly Anglo-Saxons live in North Lou- 
isiana and Louisiana French, in the south in 
an area which resembles a large triangle 
whose base is the Gulf of Mexico and whose 
sides run from the mouths of the Missis- 
sippi and Sabine rivers respectively to the 
junction of the Red River and the Missis- 
sippi. The Louisiana French have assimilated 
admixtures of Spanish, German, Dutch, 
Irish, and Americans. 


On the whole, the white population of 
Anglo-Saxon, Protestant North Louisiana is 
multiplying more rapidly than the Negro, 
while the opposite is true in French Catho- 
lic South Louisiana. The people of Louisiana 
have more children than those in any other 
state in the nation. This is true for both 
white and Negro residents of small villages, 
towns, and farms of the state, while urban 
population is only slightly above the na- 
tional average in fertility. The rate of child 
birth is decreasing rapidly, however, for both 
whites and Negroes. 

Louisiana’s people are younger than those 
of the nation as a whole. Children undef 
five are 22.5 per cent more numerous. Con- 
sequently there are fewer producers to sup- 
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port dependents in this state than elsewhere. 
In the 1950 census it will be seen that the 
average age of the population for the United 
States is younger than in 1940, reversing a 
trend for an aging population which started 
after the first world war. 

There are more women than men in Lou- 
isiana due primarily to the larger proportion 
of women among Negroes. Taking only the 
white population, Louisiana has a slight 
masculinity about equal to the nation’s. Mar- 
riage is more popular with men in Louisiana 
than in the nation. Young women and 
women under forty are just as prone to 
marry as elsewhere but widows are less apt 
to remarry. 

The great mass of Louisianians are Cath- 
olics, Baptists, or Methodists in spite of the 
fact that there are some sixty odd separate 
denominations in the state. 

Since 1920 Louisiana Negroes have gained 
more in health than the white population, 
largely as a result of great improvements in 
the control of certain transmissable diseases 
among colored people. In Louisiana both 
whites and Negroes, rural as well as urban, 
are more likely to die as a result of con- 
tagious diseases than elsewhere in the United 
States. In 1940 the infant mortality rate for 
Louisiana was 64.3 as compared with 47.0 
for the whole United States. The Louisiana 
rate for white infants alone, however, was 
47.8. Rural infants, irrespective of race, are 
healthier. Louisiana's white maternal deaths 
per 1,000 in 1940 were 3.6 as compared 
with a national 3.2, but for the state as a 
whole they were 5.3 compared to a national 
3.8. 


The educational status of Louisiana is low. 
Louisiana’s people have received on the aver- 
age the fewest years of schooling of any 
state. This is not because the white inhabi- 
tants of the towns and cities have not had 
as much formal education as those in many 
other states. It is due to the very poor show- 
ing made by the native white population of 
the farms, and the very low educational 
status of Negroes of which the rural group 
is the lowest. Louisiana has been nearly keep- 
ing pace with the nation in educating the 
urban population and progress has been made 
toward giving white farmers necessary train- 
ing. 


Agriculture as an occupation is relatively 
more important than in the nation, but in 
both there has been a downward trend. 
This is more or less balanced in Louisiana 
by a relative increase in those employed in 
trade, transportation and communication, 
manufacturing and mechanical industries, 
public service, and clerical occupations. 
There has also been some increase in profes- 
sional service. 


The foreign-born population in Louisiana 
is of little importance being only 1.2 per 
cent; most of it lives in New Orleans. About 
85 per cent of Louisiana’s people were born 
in the state. This is a larger proportion than 
for the South or for the whole nation. Those 
who left the state to live elsewhere were con- 
versely a smaller per cent than elsewhere. 
The places they went to however were num- 
erous and widely scattered. 





Yankee Priest

Yankee Priest, the latest literary effort of 
Father E. F. Murphy, is an excellent illustra- 
tion of a life patterned on St. Paul’s advice 
to the early Christian missionaries: “Be all 


things to all men.” From the tenements of 
Salem to the palm trees of New Orleans, 
from Hollywood to a poor Negro mission— 
the ups and downs, lights and shadows of a 
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remarkably colorful life are mirrored in 
Fr. Murphy’s autobiography. 

One of eight children of a poor Irish 
laborer, his boyhood was short on cash but 
long on a warm and happy family life, pic- 
tured in simple, nostalgic vignettes which re- 
create turn-of-the-century America with 
humour and understanding. 

In his early teens Edward followed his 
brother Will into the Josephite Society, 
ptiests dedicated to missionary work among 
the American Negro. Fr. Murphy’s career 
as an author was launched at the seminary 
where he began to write in order to supple- 
ment the meager family income. 

Following ordination and a brief interlude 
as staff member at the seminary, Fr. Mur- 
phy experienced the customary hardships of 
an assistant-pastor in a poverty-stricken par- 
ish. Later, as confidante of Broadway celeb- 
rities, he saw much of the gay theatrical 
life of the 20’s which he portrays with the 
customary insouciant wit of the Irish. 

In 1932 he was transferred to New Or- 
leans as faculty member of the new Xavier 
University, first southern Catholic college to 
afford higher education for the American 
Negro. With telling phrase and accurate de- 
.ineation, Fr. Murphy conveys his reaction 


to the grim reality of un-Christian segrega- 
tion and race prejudice. His article, ‘“The 
Negro in America,” reprinted in full on 
page 255, is a concise summation of the 
Negro’s contribution to American history 
and progress. The Southern reader will find 
food for constructive thought in the accur- 
ate picture of America’s “second-class” citi- 
zens and the gradual, if incomplete, improve- 
ment in the complexus of race relations. 

The average Louisianian will take much 
pleasure in the latter half of the book with 
its description of familiar New Orleans 
scenes and personages. In addition to a most 
interesting account of the early years of 
Xavier University, Fr. Murphy mentions “all 
the old familiar places”—the Cathedral, Le 
Petit Theatre du Vieux Carré, Antoine’s— 
the spirit and personality of “Queen New 
Orleans” is depicted with affection and sia- 
cerity. 

Though .some may cavil as to literary 
merit, Yankee Priest, although necessarily of 
an anecdotal character, is well-written and 
of general interest. Many readers will en- 
joy the picture of life with Father and the 
older generation should find this pleasant 
and clever autobiography particularly ap- 


pealing. 





New Orleans Masquerade

New Orleans Masquerade: Chronicles of 
Carnival by Arthur Burton LaCour in Col- 
laboration with Stuart Omer Landry, New 
Orleans, Pelican Pub. Co., 1952. 


In Carnival-minded New Orleans it is not 
surprising that the edition of this pictorial 
factual history of the Carnival was quickly 
exhausted and that copies are at a premium. 
The authors believe that they have assembled 
here the greatest collection of Carnival pic- 
tures ever found under one cover. They in- 
clude reproductions of individual floats, 
parades, balls and maskers, both formal and 


informal, from 1879 to date. The innum- 
erable photographs of queens and maids in 
costume, singly and in groups, are a perma- 
nent record of those who have been promi- 
ment in the social life of New Orleans. 
Some notable guests who appear in the 
photographs are Mrs. Harry Truman and 
daughter, Margaret, and the Duke and 
Duchess of Windsor. 

Careful research has gone into the com- 
pilation of the volume, which begins with 
a background history of the carnival cele- 
brations in various parts of the world, from 
earliest times, down to the Louisiana variety, 
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. which, naturally, was adapted from French 


customs. The earliest conception, in this 
country, of tableaux on decorated cars filled 
with costumed maskers originated in Mobile 
in 1830. Although 1827 was the first year 
in which New Orleans celebrated Mardi 
Gras to any great extent, there were no 
formal parades then. 

Comus is credited with beginning, in 
1857, the Carnival as it is known at the 
present time. Its custom, inaugurated then, 
of keeping the membership secret and of 
having all invitations approved by a com- 
mittee has been continued to this day in most 
of the Carnival organizations. 


The authors of this book have consulted 
not only the printed works listed in the 
appended bibliography but have tried to ob- 
tain from each organization all the informa- 
tion regarding its history and activities which 
are not secret, and these facts have been 
presented as fully as space allows. 

They have endeavored to include all the 
recognized organizations, listing the dates 
of their balls and parades and giving the 
names of their queens and maids, as well 
as those of the kings and dukes whose 
names have been made public. 

The book is bound in durable cloth, with 
end-papers depicting carnival floats. 





Where Main Street Meets the River

Carter, Hodding. Where Main Street 
Meets the River. N. Y., Rinehart & Com- 
pany, Inc., 1953. 


To be a really successful newspaperman 
“First, Get Fired!” Whether or not this is 
the most desirable procedure is open to de- 
bate, but in Hodding Carter’s case, it worked 
perfectly. That little quote is the title of 
his first chapter in his latest book ‘Where 
Main Street Meets the River,” which is his 
personal account of his career from the time 
he was discharged from the Associated 
Press office in Jackson, Mississippi, until the 
present. Incidentally, the letter of dismissal 
said, among other things, that Carter would 
never make a good newspaperman and ad- 
vised him to go into some other kind of 
work. It is fortunate that Mr. Carter did not 
take the advice or the newspaper profession 
might have been deprived of one of the 
greatest editors since William Allen White. 

In “Where Main Street Meets the River” 
Hodding Carter recalls the important events 
of his life from the founding of the Daily 
Courier in Hammond. He tells of his family, 
and their help in establishing a newspaper 


during the bleak days of the depression, his 
feud with Huey Long and later with Bilbo 
in Mississippi, his move to Greenville and 
his newspaper work there, his years in the 
army and his return to Greenville. 


One chapter called “Gentleman Unafraid” 
is a moving tribute to the late William Alex- 
ander Percy, the poet-planter-philosopher 
who lived by the Golden Rule and made it 
work. 


Much of the book is devoted to the au- 
thor’s own philosophy concerning intoler- 
ance and bigotry of all kinds. He discusses 
bigotry against Jews, not only in his own 
state, but in other parts of the country, and 
intolerance against Catholics in communities 
which are largely Protestant, the prejudice 
in his own county against a Chinese com- 
munity. 


But it is on Civil Rights concerning the 
Negro that Hodding Carter is particularly 
fine. He frankly admits the evils of past 
conditions and traditions, but he points out 
what intelligent, thinking Americans recog- 
nize—that most of the problems of the 
South are created by non-residents who do 
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not know, arid are too often not interested 
in learning the real status of the Negro, 
what is being done to correct the intolerance 
and racial bigotry, and what has been accom- 
plished so far. The point that he makes 
most emphatically is that racial bigotry is 
not limited to the South but is an almost 
universal failing of the entire world. He 
discusses lynchings and varying definitions 
of lynching, and offers statistics which prove 
that this crime has been almost entirely 
eliminated. He points out the number of 
murders and massacres which have occurred 
in other parts of the country and are called 
“race riots” while lesser incidents in the 
South bring nation-wide howls of “lynch- 


ing.”” His contrasts of the treatment of the 
Indians by the nation at large and the Negro 
in the South present much food for thought. 


“Where Main Street Meets the River’’ is 
a superb book—a common-sense, intelligent 
discussion of social and economic problems 
of the South. As a “personal testament” it is 
a scintillating, quick-moving story of a re- 
markable man. There are touches of whim- 
sey and of sentiment, and numerous inci- 
dents and stories that are highly humorous. 
Most readers will find that this is not only 
the best book Hodding Carter has written 
so far, but also, one of the finest about the 
South. 





Library Trends

In the initial issue of Library Trends, 
Robert B. Downs stated that the purpose of 
the journal is not to report “‘original research 
and current developments,” but rather to 
provide a “well-rounded view of the state 
of progress of any particular area of librar- 
ianship. No source has brought together 
the widely scattered fragments into a co- 
herent and connected whole. It was agreed, 
accordingly, that this sort of integration 
should be the primary aim of Library 
Trends.” 

In this issue of Library Trends, eleven 
librarians, specialists in their fields, take up 
the more important and general phases of 
public librarianship, analyzing them in re- 
spect to historical values, in terms of present 
conditions, and in light of future develop- 
ment. 


As Mr. Goldhor, the issue editor, points 
out in his introduction, the need for this 
evaluation and re-evaluation becomes neces- 
sary in view of the change in the social 
process of which the public library is a 
part. The hallmark of our civilization is 
change, rapid, overwhelming change, the 
result of technological development. It is 
evident the public library can never remain 
the static, isolated institution it was once 
thought to be, but must continue to change, 
to remodel and modify itself to meet the 
needs of the changing society it serves. 

In defining the objectives and functions 
of the public library, Marian McFadden 
states that it is curious and refreshing to 
observe the problems this public institution 
faces today are the same problems faced 
20 years ago. The library’s basic objectives 
are: (1) sufficient financial support to en- 
able it to carry out successfully its program, 
(2) competent and courageous selection of 
materials to meet the needs of the commu- 
nity, (3) adequate personnel to administet 
its program; these aims have not as yet in 
many areas been fully realized. That these 
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basic objectives have not been reached does 
not imply the public library has remained 
static; rather it implies that “the original 
objectives were so large and distant that they 
call for dynamic action over an extended 


period.” 


The papers which follow Miss McFad- 
den’s are divided into: (1) what the public 
library itself is doing to serve its community 
(this might be called the internal function) 
and (2) what is being done for the public 
library, in the way of strengthening and 
financing it (which could be called the ex- 
ternal function). One cannot operate with- 
out the other. The public library must justi- 
fy its existence in order to expect adequate 
financial support, and it must have the nec- 
essary financing to carry out successfully its 
program. 


The present trend of the public library 
to encourage, to foster, and in many cases 
to participate in the adult education pro- 
gram is a return to the original conception of 
the public library, which was established in 
this country as an instrument of adult educa- 
tion. C. Walter Stone, in his paper, “Adult 
Education and the Public Library,” states that 
in the years following its establishment, the 
public library wandered afield and forgot 
momentarily its function as an educational 
institution, becoming instead a collector and 
storehouse of books. However, the present 
trend would indicate that it is returning to 
meet the need of adult education, as is evi- 
dent in the increase of discussion groups, 
the great books program, the movie forums, 
the radio and even TV programs the public 
library is sponsoring. It might develop that 
in meeting this great need for adult educa- 
tion the public library will assume its most 
important function in the social process. 


Given the objective of adult education, 
the public library must then concern itself 
intelligently and conscientiously with the 
selection of materials it is to use. Lester 
Asheim and Leon Carnovsky discuss adult 
treading and the measurement of a public 
library book collection. Mr. Asheim says, 
despite the worthwhile socio-economic studies 
made of the individual reader, in order to 


learn something about the social role read- 
ing has upon him: what the individual book 
means to the individual reader. Mr. Asheim 
says the need is for a more careful appreci- 
ation of the individual reader, rather than 
the collective reader. Mr. Carnovsky alter- 
nately discusses the advantages and disad- 
vantages of measuring a book collection by 
using some standard check-list. Although 
there is much to be said against the validity 
of using the Standard Catalog or A.L.A. 
Catalog as a means of measuring the useful- 
ness and value of the library’s resources in 
terms of its readers, such a measurement 
still serves as a guide, pointing out where 
the collection is lacking and offering sug- 
gestions for filling in gaps in the future. 

Charles M. Mohrhardt presents a picture 
of the physical aspects of the library build- 
ing of tomorrow. This building has little or 
no resemblance to the old Carnegie building 
of yesterday. The new building is located 
in the center of the community’s activity, 
next to the grocery store or drug store. It is 
a modern, well-lighted, air-conditioned 
building, colorfully decorated, and in every 
way as appealing and attractive as the 
neighboring buildings. The use of modular 
construction permits the interior to be re- 
arranged easily as necessity dictates. Rather 
than being a storehouse of books, this new 
library building is an inviting place to be 
patronized by everyone who wishes infor- 
mation or recreation. 


If the public library is to obtain these ob- 
jectives set before it, it must have the max- 
imum of financial support. In three papers 
on the legal and financial aspects of the pub- 
lic library, Walter Brahm, Paul Howard, and 
Helen A. Ridgway, each point out the trends 
toward obtaining this necessary financial 
support. Many libraries in this country are 
still in desperate financial straits, but the 
trend toward increased income per capita is 
evident. The once “impoverished” South is 
cited as one region which has made phe- 
nomenal gains financially for its public li- 
braries in recent years. 


The trend is toward the development of 
larger units of library service, as opposed to 
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the smaller community unit. This develop- 
ment of the municipal, county, or regional 
unit has increased, while the establishment 
of the small community library is on the de- 
cline. The development of these larger units 
of service has increased the efficiency of 
service offered and reduced the cost of oper- 
ation. 


State aid to public libraries has become an 
important factor in their finance. The estab- 
lishment and support of extension depart- 
ments, working in close cooperation with 
the public library, have now become a rec- 
ognized feature of the state libraries in this 
country. State aid may be given in grants of 
money to the libraries, by supplementing the 
library's book collection, or by establishing 
library demonstrations in counties having 
no or inadequate library service. State aid 
has increased measurably and the tendency 
is toward an even greater increase. And fin- 
ally this pattern of financial support to 
the public library, which now includes state 
aid will in all likelihood increase to include 
federal aid. 


These current trends in the public library 
development are not new but are familiar 
to all librarians; however, a reading of this 
issue of Current Trends will consolidate 
their importance once more in the librarian’s 
mind. It enables one to see objectively 
where the public library is headed and why. 
For these reasons this publication serves an 
admirable purpose. 


Another Book Recalled 

Mr. Daniel’s review calls to mind an- 
other book, ‘Libraries in adult and funda- 
mental education: the report of the Malmo 
seminar,” by Cyril O. Houle. Sponsored by 
UNESCO, the Seminar was held in Sweden 
in 1950. Of the six principal parts of the 
report, “Library adult education program- 
mes,” part two, and ‘‘Audio-Visual methods 
and techniques,” part three, are of most in- 
terest to the practicing librarian in Louisi- 
ana. It would be hard to find a clearer and 
more cogent statement about these vital 
problems of libraries than these reports, 
highly recommended for all librarians.— 
Editor.
